Rev. Scott-Pearson Discussed 
, Famous Bard at Prcsby- 
I terian College 



"Tho greatest factor in determining 
Burn's i-oUgion iv.os tho poet himself," 
Katod tho Rev. Br. A. F.' Scott-Pcar- 
eon. In an address on "Kobcrt lîurns 
end Religion" in tho Tresbyterlan Col- 
Bcgo lasl^nlght. In Ihls address fho 
lecturer contradicted the statement of 
novcral critics that Burns had no 
Christian Rclig-lotis principles. 

Dr. Scott has recently heen appoint- 
ed professor of church 'histor>' and 
11:oml]eUcs' In tho Presbyterian Coiloge 
pnd may bo considered well qualified 
;i) speak on tho national poet of Ills 
race. Jn opening liis address lie stated 
lliat he had liern so Incensed by t!ic 
scmarks of several ■nTlters recently, 
riatlng that Burns liad no cOTiceplion 
>jr the Christian religion, that lie was 
T.Tltlng a hook to controvert these 
views and thn '.pctiirc last nicht was 
l<ractically a condensation oC this 
hook. 

Early Training 

In the first part of lils discussion 
tho Jeoturer spoUe of the various 
lorccs and influences which had 
moulded the poefs religious character. 
His earliest i-cliglous training was re- 
ceived at tho hajids of his father, a 
God-fearing man. Bum's picture of 
■She father of the family conducting 
the family dovnilons in his "Cotter's 
Saturday Night" is but a picture of 
Ihc pool's own home experiences. 

To coointeract these influences, how- 
ever, tlicr;>, lived in the Burn's liousc- 
Jiold an rlj woman of si ."^upcrstitioup 
nature who regaled Burn's childhood 
Jiours With tales oC witchcraft and 
liobgoblins. These tales had a great 
influence In moulding the poets 
imagination in this direction thus 
Jiaving a great bearing on his pociry, 
li'.ough it was a retardlns force in llio 
development of tho po'^t's religious 
nuntlinents. 

Good Education 

Burns had a liberal education and 
tit an early age was in a jiositlon to 
occupj' Jiimscif with religious prob- 
Jc-msu^'Hls tutor taught him tho first 
truths of religion wiiilo at the same 
time he read works of philosophy, 
jioetry and theology.

'Oostunies Effective 

Tho costumes show tho I^utheran 
infiucnco typical of the sixteenth 
century in Norway. Those of the wo- 
men have long flowing lino?, willi low 
necks but long sleeves. Those of the 
men consist for tho most part of 
jcikin and hose, although manj* show 
tho clerical influence characteristic of 
tile play. 

The action of the play takes place 
in Bergen, Norway in mediaeval times, 
li centers round the Lutheran religion 
and witchcraft superstitions of the 
day. TliG play deais with tho trials 
and temptations of a young girl, Anne, 
the daughter of a suspected witch, 
v.-ho Is man-led to a priest twice her, 
age. She Is treated with suspicion In 
her- own house Ijv lier mother-in-law 
and a woman wiio is .a friend of the 
household. 

Swiftly- Moving Plot 

She falls in love with her husband's 
Eon who lias just )-cturned from 
studies abroad. 

Tho plot now moves swiftly and 
Anne gives protection to a witcii, who 
is being hunted by the . townspeople. 
Sometime later Anne's husband dies 
and her mother-in-law believes that 
hn- Koii lias been nii)rdcr<'d by his 
wife. Siic accuses lier of iiiuidcr at tlie 
funeral Jn tho Cathedral. Tlic play 
continues with the conflict between 
Martin, Anne's lover and her inotho"- 
in-law, Mailc, who Is working to 
deiilioy her. 

After a fino.! dresa relicaisal, the 
play will first bo presented on Thurs- 
day evening In Moyso Hall. Sucecsslvo

at tho Central Y. JI. C. A. on the 
subject of Mental Hygiene. 

In this Icctiiro, Dr. Silverman was 
concerned Avlth the <lynamlc aspects 
of mental activity. Ho pointed out 
that the fundamental drlvo In human 
beings is that of preservation, and 
this drlvo la split into. two. sel C-pre- 
scrvatU)n, or desire for power, and 
race- preservation. These Innafo 
urges aro evident In tho Jiuman mina 
la wbiit is known as Psychic Energy. 

Tftts primitive psychic energy ex- 
ists w-llhin all individuals and tends 
to express itself: }f It is blocked, it 
finds devious -ways of coming out. 
either consciously or unconsciously. 
Hy "unconsciously'' tho lecturer 
stated that in dealing with uncon- 
scious. Or sub-conscloug. as it is of- 
ten termed, he referred to all mental 
processes of -which the conscious 
mind is not immcdLately aware. 
Man Seeks Power 

The Individual seeks power, and as 
thi.*! process goes on Society bears 
down on l>}m so that he begins to 
feel liampcrcd and docs not give ex- 
pression to his Psychic Energy In all 
forms. In this way his Snb-con- 
.TClotis Mind begins to develop. This 
realization produces in liim a state 
of mental -conflict which In turn pro- 
duces emotional tension, discomfort 
and unhdpplness. To rid "Itself of 
this discomfort the Ego, pushes the 
whole conflict out of existence Into 
the Sub-consciou.s. The strugg'e Is 
just as intense and severe hero, and 
finally manages to exprcs.'j Itself.

Tho position ot tho MoGIU priysics 
demonstrator has improved but llttio 
during tho past week, accoraing lo 
Gcorgo Wondt ot tho Wostinshouso 
Comp.any, who has been employed in 
sending messages to expedition mem- 
boi-s and who has just arrived back 
In Motitl>cal after a conference In New 
York City -where tho progress of the 
auxiliary schooner, City ot New York, 
is being anxiously -watched. 

Great Ice Pack 

The 'auxiliary schooner. City ot New 
York, which was to have rcmo\-cd Byrd 
and other members of tho expedition 
from tho base ot operations, Little 
America on tho Bay of Wlmles, ee- 
verat weeks ago. has just succeeded In 
getting clear from !v great Ice pack 
However, according to 'Jlr. Wehdt, the 
ship Is still "between tho Devil and 
tho Deep Sea" for it cannQt, make 
progress against the extremely strong 
head -winds. 

The ship Is equipped with an 
auxiliary engine which is used In ad- 
dition to the sails. Only a limited 
supply of fuel can bo carried so con- 
siderable reliance has to be placed on 
favorable winds. The extremely 
hazardous position ot ' the schooner 
may bo understood -when it Is realized 
that the winter ° season Is closa at 
h.-ind for Antarctic regions. Tho crew 
fears if tho -wind dies down the 
water will become calm and ftoeza 
over, yet the ship can make lltf.o pro- 
gress In the faco of strong headwinds. 
Open Water 

Jlr. Wondt stated that ottlcrals In 
New York hoped that tho schooner 
-would roach Little - America by the 
end of tills week. It would then take 
but a short time to load part of. the 
equijiniont. The rest of the equipment 
will havo to bo abandoned. Leaving 
tho lin.sG ot r.yrd's operations with all 
on board, tho ship would encounter 
open water for .a distance and would 
then meet the great ico pack again on 
the -n-ay to New Zealand. 

Whether tlio ship will bo able to 
pass through tho iiM pack aKain is a 
matter of iiiiich oonjecturc. It is re- 
cognized that the trip will be hazar- 
dous in tho e.Ktremo. Should it be- 
come caught fast In tho Ico', with no 
seeming chance of release Dr. Howard 
T. Barnes, ot tho Physics Deiiartinent. 
stands ready to go to tho rescue. 
Ready for Relief 

Interviewed in tho Physics Build- 
ing yesterday attcrnoon. Dr. Barnes 
stated that ho could release the ship 
regardless ot tho rapidly approaching 
Antarctic winter, adding that he was

RECENT (listurbancp? «long tho Pacif- 
ic rim of the Uniied States involving 
A'hite and Filipino citizens indicate that 
the suppo.'^etlly i'ivili::od people of the west- 
ern world have not travelled so far from 
the culture of the Filipinos who.se head- 
huntinft ancestors lurk just behind the 
horizon. Previous clashes on the Pacific 
coast with the Chinese and Janapese, 
coupled with the Filipino riots, clearly 
demonstrate lliat careful thought must be 
centered around the Pacific basin in the 
Tiext decade of East and West are to re- 
main on friendly terms. 

At the present lime the advantage lies 
with the Western powers because of com- 
mercial and industrial .supremacy. The 
myth of Nordic mental supremacy has 
been exploded by the rapid rise of those 
Orientals w ho have chosen to compete 
with the while man on his own ground. 
Thus, even while the Occident retains the 
resources of the world on its side of the 
scales, the potential power of teeming mil- 
lions in the East makes a factor Avhich can- 
jjot be denied if the two racial groups re- 
fuse to see Ihe necessity of co-operation 
and choose conflict instead. 

The present generation has seen the 
futility of conflict, but lo The generations 
of the fututre the colors in the pictùre_^pf 
horror and waste will gradually fade ;and. 
•Jiifcter experience will have to be substitiit- 
ie^l once more for perception unless means 
itfor training in intei'national co-operation 
are provided.

.jdomg Tiiuch to prevent misunderstanding 
jin this region, to which the commercial and

shifting. Ijiif the discussion of Pacific 
problems by liie leaders of tiic two cul- 
tures is not enough. Such discussion Mill 
not prevent the j-ecui-i ence of the econom- 
ic and social conflict which frequently 
flakes up on the slioi-es of the Pacific. If 
■something is nut done, lii'.- emoljonal re- 
dactions of the untrained mas.ses will sweep 
the leaders into the maelstrom of race 
hatred, and history will again rei)eat itself.

On tl)o other hand, western news- 
papers rogrard normal educational 
ncUvttles as appcnllnK.to thoir rend- 
ors and arrange their mako-up nO' 
coi-dlngly. 

Psopl* Own Schools 

Whilo most of tho great nnlver- 
sltles on tho Atlantlo nro privately 
endowed, tho most' important Instl 
tuUoiis ot tile west are, with n few 
exceptions suppoilod by public funds, 
-Since tho pcoplo own tho echoola, 
they take pride In them and endeavour 
"to help thon» dovolope. Western 
citizens do^not .do))end' on endowments 
from mllllonafres. 

Although thl» shift In leadership 
shows ^cat promise, tho western 
mctliods aro not withoutrf.'iùlts. Tho 
west dooii, not hnv« sufClclently high 
standards to weed out tho lazy nnd 
unfit, since tholr state supported edu- 
cation! systems are of such swift 
growth. However, Prof. Gerould bs 
Ueves that since western pcoplo have 
a moro genuine Interest In oducallon, 
(ho future will seo students turning

The "blood 
rains'' of Southern Trance, It.aly 
and Switzerland, formerly associât 
cd Willi thf devil, nro now Known to 
l>o due to red dust carried from the 
Sahara. This Dust has even been 
carried aa far North as England. 
Lids of The Air 
"Whenever a layer of warm air 
rests on a layer of cool air, a "lid 
or "cellinK" Is formed. It la a 
unglblo obstruction welt known in 
a>-!atlon, for the aeroplane that passes 
tbrought it may get a smart bump, 
and a balloon descending upon it may 
robound several hundred feet. An 
extreme illustration of this kind of 
celhng is the famous London fog, 
where th« products of combustion of 
soft coal are held under tbe lid, pro 
ducing a pall-like covering through 
which th« sunlisht penetrates but 
little. 

Kite* and Balloon* 

A great share ot tho knowledge of 
the loftier regions has been gained 
through the use of kites and sound- 
ing balloons. Kltrs carr>irî; intlrii 
ra»nt» to record atmosphere pr'.nurc. 
temperature, humility, and wind velo- 
city, have attained heights ot four 
miles; and sounding balloons have 
.-Licrnded as high aa twenly-thrne 
mlifs. There Is olso tho pilot b.il- 
loon, carrylns; no instrum'-nts, but 
obner^-ablq from the ground, and 
thereby i>erm!tting mcajurcmenta of 
the direction and movement of the 
free air.

ccnlurlo.i bad a great Influciico on 
Burns. Milton was ono ot his f.avorlle 
authors and ho rcg.ardcd tho great 
poet's picturo of tho dovll with nn nwo 
almost amounting to hero-wor.shlp. 
Joseph Addl.son and Henry MacKcuzIc 
were two other forces In mouldlnrr liis 
character. 

At tho sanjo tlmo It cannot be 
denied but that the book which most 
influenced the. .-poet was tlio biblo. In 
many letters to his friends ho speaks 
'>i' passades Iio lias read. Ho appcar.s 
to liavo been Interested mostly In tho 
books of Proverbs, Job nnd Revelation. 
Common Sense 

Burns Icmpcrod his religion with 
iTinmon sense. Ho waa sceptical "bout 
II. any points lii tho religious thought 
of hl.-i day and In several minor points 
hn held vIowK contrary to tho accepted 
teachings of tho church. However, on 
.my major Issue, though bis common 
KciiFo pointed to a f.allacy In reasoning 
still ho ncceplril llio orlliodox teach- 
ing, never allowing hia brain to rule 
Ills heart.
